In the 2016 MOU, UC-AFT negotiated a reduction in full-time workload from six to five courses for lecturers teaching world languages at 
Berkeley. This reduction brought course load in line with Merced, which is the only other semester campus. UCB has resisted this change in a 
variety of ways since the contract was ratified, and we have responded with a grievance and organizing. On May 10, the grievance reaches Step 
IH, which is the final step before arbitration. Lecturers will deliver a petition to incoming Chancellor, Carol Christ, in advance of the grievance

State Audit of UCOP: Dark Budgets, Slush Funds and Interference by the UC President 

The latest audit of the UC Office of the President has opened old wounds and once again exposed a disturbing lack of transparency in the UC 
budget. In addition, UCOP was caught red handed interfering in the audit process by modifying audit survey responses from the campuses. In the 
Joint Legislative Audit hearing on Tuesday, Napolitano begged forgiveness for UCOP’s handling of the audit while she delivered a meandering 


response that seemed to blame others in her office for modifying survey responses. It’s unclear how much of the $175 million identified in the 


audit is actually slush money, but it is clear that the UC Regents and administration continue to prioritize management salary and perks over the 


research and teaching mission of the University.
